It works to 
transform the global marketplace through education, grassroots organizing, and 
non-violent direct action. RAN has played a key role in strengthening the worldwide 
rainforest conservation movement through supporting activists in rainforest 
countries as well as organizing and mobilizing consumers and community action 
groups throughout the United States. This organization brings the plight of the 
rainforests to public attention through education, communication, and direct action. 
RAN does not support or condone violence in any form. It believes that peaceful 
protest and civil disobedience are powerful forces for change in a democratic 
society, and it defends the rights of individuals and organizations to practice them. 
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NO ONE IS ILLEGAL (NOII) 

NOII is a coalition of migrants and allies that advocates and fights for the rights, 
dignity, and respect of immigrants and refugees, and those living without status in 
Canada.

DEFENDERS OF THE LAND is a network of Indigenous communities and activists 
in land struggle across Canada. The group was founded at a historic meeting in 
Winnipeg from November 12-14, 2008. Defenders states that it is the only 
organization of its kind in the territory known as Canada that is Indigenous-led, free 
of government or corporate funding, and dedicated to building a fundamental 
movement for Indigenous rights. 

The network believes its Indigenous communities are sovereign nations with the 
inherent right to self-determination. It further believes that these communities have 
the right to live in accordance with their own customs, laws, traditions, and without 
interference by Canadian and provincial governments. 
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RECESSION RELIEF COALITION (RRC) 

RRC's mission is to document the impact of the recession and generate public 
support to ensure that the needs of those suffering from the effects of the 
recession are addressed and communities are strengthened. 

RRC collects data and stories in coordination with community organizations to 
track the real and often hidden impact of the recession on Canadians. It proposes 
economic and social reform to all levels of government and promotes investments 
in social infrastructure to address the impacts of the changing economy.

CAN is a not-for-profit, non-partisan, community based organization committed to 
water, waste and energy reductions, increasing the urban forest canopy, and 
education of issues relating to climate change. CAN/GREENSAVER is a registered 
provider of residential eco-energy assessments in the Niagara and Hamilton 
regions. 
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CONVERGENCE PES LUTTES ANTI-CAPITALISTE 2010 (CLAC) 

The ANTI-CAPITALIST CONVERGENCE (CLAC in French) is opposed to 
capitalism.

PEOPLE'S GLOBAL ACTION (PGA 



PEOPLE'S GLOBAL ACTION AGAINST "FREE" TRADE AND THE WORLD 
TRADE ORGANIZATION (PGA). This group considers itself as an instrument for 
communication and coordination for all those fighting against the destruction of 
humanity and the planet by capitalism, and for building alternatives. PGA takes a 
clearly anti-capitalist stand. 
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RED POWER UNITED (associated to DEFENDERS OF THE LAND) 

RED POWER UNITED (RPU) is a grassroots Aboriginal rights movement whose 
goal is to help Aboriginal people and communities bring about social, political, 
economic, or environmental change. RPU employs social activism to attempt to 
pressure the Canadian government to honour treaty obligations and provide 
financial resources, education, housing, health care and to relieve the poverty of 
Aboriginal communities. 
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OXFAM

(Major Case Management 
System (MCMS) Definition) 

A suspect is a person(s) of interest whom investigators believe to have culpability 
in the commission of an offence or a conspiracy to commit offence(s) based on the 
intelligence or evidence received and processed. 

Example: A person would be considered a "suspect" if investigators believe, on the 
basis of intelligence/evidence, that that individual has culpability in the commission 
of an offence, or in a conspiracy to commit an offence related to the 2010 G8-G20. 
This may include a mischief, a personation, an assault, or any criminal offence. 
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
